This communication is filed pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.104(e) ("Reasons for Allowance"), 
and is in response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the Allowance which 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance dated March 30, 2005. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner paraphrased claim 1 in the Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance. Insofar as the Examiner's language differs from that of the claim, Applicant points 
out that it is the claim language itself, and not the Examiner's restatement thereof, that is 
considered to define the invention. Moreover, the Examiner's restatement of claim 1 incorrectly 
states that the hinged component is "hingedly attached to the inner facing frame surface or the 
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first and second pane." The claim, however, indicates that the hinged components are hingedly 
attached to at least one of: (i) the respective glazing pane mounting surface, (ii) said inner facing 
frame surface. 
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
